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The information in para. 6 of the attached cable, on numbers 
of Uruguayans "disappeared" in Argentina, coincides closely 
with the information we have in POL. So do the timing and 
circumstance of such disappearances. This is not surprising, 
since we have come by our information largely from the same 
source: UNHCR/Buenos Aires, in the person of Herbert Schape. 

We have c onfirmed a few cases of such disappearances directly 
from walk-ins, and some of these involve persons who have 
subsequently reappeared in Uruguayan prisons. We have also 
heard independently of at least one case of flight to Brazil 
by someone in conditional liberty status, and this may re- 
late to the same case. 

The large group, some of whom were freed while others had to 
remain confined, sounds very like the GOU's reported arrange- 
ments with m em b ers of the GAU group picked up in Buenos Aires. 

The comment in para. 5 about the Uruguayan police having 
begun detaining PSU and PCU members earlier in 197"8 is mis- 
leading. Actually, the big roundup of non-Tupamaro "subver- 
sives" began in 1975-76 and coincides in time with the first 
wave of Uruguayan disappearances in Buenos Aires. What the 
drafter is referring to here is undoubtedly the roundup, last 
August, of 50-odd persons affiliated to the PC and other far- 
left organizations. We haven't heard anything specific up to 
now about nervousness among present or former Socialists and 
Communists, but, given present GOU attitudes, 1 can forgive 
their nervousness. 
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
